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J*U RI'OSE: To reduce a number of light receptors by installing a light guide in the 
light receptor. 

CONSTITUTION: In a transmission-type photosensor consisting of light source and 
li^hl receiver, a light receiver 12 arranged opposedly to the source 11 is installed 
in ihe light receptor 13. By transporting a medium M in the direction indicated 
u-ith ;ui arrow }G, transmitted light in the specified area is detected and when 
judgement is made as to its kind, transversal deviations are detected by trans- 
versal deviation detectors 15, 10' and by this arrangement, a LED of the source 
1 1 is so selected that it irradiates only the specified area, however, regardless 
(<f the LED selected, its transmitted light is led to the light receiver 13 through 
Hie li>:ht jjuide 12. Consequently, comparing with the conventional product which 
is provided with :i lar^e number of light receptors, that embodying the invention 
allows i eduction of the number of light receivers. Further, selection of light 
receptor is eliminated and the controlling method can be simplified. 
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
